ment are operating natural flactors 
which will relieve the heavy  over- 
production and markets are being ob- 
tained as rapidly as possible. ‘Let 
us as sane Clanadians endeavor to 
ease the burden of debt,” the Minis-

Let there be no mistake about this: 
Japan intends to drive all her white 
competitors from the Far East, and 
the destruction of their trade is to be 
the first lever employed for that pur- 
pose. So long as she lacked essential 
raw materials, the prospect appeared 
to be a hopeless one. but the posses- 
son of Manchuria has altered all 
that. The disadvantages from which 
Japan Was suffering as “an industrial 
nation are gradually vanishing, while 
the advantages remain. And among 
these advantages we must reckon 
cheap labor. The average wage of a 
female operative in a silk filature is 
ninepence a day. In many fields a 
Japanese manufacturer is today pro- 
ducing a better article than his white 
competitor, and that at far less cost. 
Can we then wonder that Japanese 
gocds are flooding the markets. of 
the world? And be it noted that, 
while.she multiplies her own exports, 
Japan offers less and less as a mark- 
et for the goods of others.

When the thyroid ceases 
to function or is entirely removed in 
an adult he develops the condition 
called myxoedema. 

The Cause of Goiter 

Much has been written regarding 
the cause of goiter. The  consen- 
sus of opinion is that a lack of 
iodin in the system is responsible 
for enlargement of the thyrotd. 
Certainly persons who live near the 
seashore, the natural habitat 9 of 
kelp, the seaweed from which jodin 
is derived, are less given to goiter 
than inhabitants cf the inland. Fur- 
thermere. goiter is more prevalent 
among the residents of mountainous 
districts where the water contains a 


Marge proportion of lime. 


The jiodin theory has much © phy- 
siological and clinical evidence to 
back it up. Baumann, a noted Ger- 


j mlan scientist, has shown that the 


thyroid has the power of forming a 
specific crganic compound of iodin.

Let there be no mistake about this: 
Japan intends to drive all her white 
competitors from the Far East, and 
the destruction of their trade is to be 
the first lever employed for that pur- 
pose.

GOITER 

At the front of the neck are iocated 
two small lobes united by an isthmus ' 
that spans the trachea, ‘the whole 
constituting one structure which is 
called the thyroid body or gland. 
When this gland is enlarged it is 
known as a goiter. 
Persons born without a thyroid 
develop ertinisc wknd ftbecome the 
sc-called midgets you see on the 
vaudeville stage and in the circus. 
They are midgets because they have 
no thyroid. When the thyroid ceases 
to function or is entirely reyioved in 
an adult he develops the condition 
called myxoedema. 

The Cause of Goiter 

Much been writt2n regarding 
the cause of goiter. The  consen- 
of opinion is that a lack of 
yioedin in the system responsible 
for enlargement of the thyroid. 
Certainly persons who live near the 
seashore, the natural habitat of 
kelp, the seaweed from which jiodin 
is derived, are less given to goiter 
than inhabitants cf the inland.
